METHODS   AND  MEANS. 

A  standard  text-book  is  made  the  basis  of  instruction  in  each 
branch  of  this  department.  All  the  students  -those  pursuing  the 
course  by  Correspondence  as  well  as  those  attending  the  classes  at 
the  College — must  study  the  text  books  assigned,  master  the  sub- 
jects as  thus  presented,  and  pass  a  thorough  examination  thereon. 
Nevertheless,  while  insisting  upon  the  mastery  of  each  subject  as 
treated  with  scientific  system  and  fullness  in  the  " text-book-in- 
chief"  of  each  branch,  the  Faculty  will  steadfastly  discourage  all 
mere  book  memorizing  ;  and,  along  Adth  the  catechetical  method, 
lectures  will  be  given,  class  conversations  will  be  conducted,  the 
fascinations  of  the  ; 'Inductive  Method"  will  be  employed,  the 
blackboard  will  be  in  constant  use,  topics  for  short  essays  will  be 
assigned  the  students,  outlines  and  abstracts  of  selected  portions  of 
the  books  studied  or  read,  sermons  or  sermon-plans  will  be  required, 
and  such  other  th.ir.gs  be  done  to  secure  freshness  and  variety  as 
are  consistent  with  our  aim  :  an  accurate  and  thorough  knowledge 
of  each  subject  as  treated  in  the  text  book  adopted. 

The  students  will  be  expected  to  preach  at  stated  times,  and — 
under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty  and  their  respective  Pastors — to 
engage  in  such  Church  work  as  will  not  in  anywise  interfere  with 
( Jollege  duties  and  yet  will  afford  them  useful  drill,  while  preserv- 
ing and  intensifying  real  sympathy  wiih  the  great  work  for  which 
they  are  lilt ing. 

At  the  beginning  of  every  term  each  Correspondence  Student 
will  be  furnished  with  a  full  outline  of  the  work  of  the  term,  con- 
taining  references  to  text-books,  brief  study  hints,  and  review 
questions  and  topics.  All  examinations  are  held  at  the  College  on 
any  day  mentioned  in  the  Calendar.

[NDUSTRIAL   COURSES. 

Agriculture. 

Facilities  for  [instruction  and  Practice,  embracing  slock,  imple- 
ments, .-iiid  material,  have  been  added  each  year  until  this  Depart- 
ment is  fairly  well  equipped. 

The  Instruction  has  been  mainly  oral,  or  by  lecture,  and  the 
Practice  has  been  given  under  the  direction  of  an  experienced  and 
practical  farmer  who  at  stated  periods  would  go  into  the  field 
accompanied  by  a  class  of  young'  men  who  by  observation,  expla- 
nation and  actual  work,  would  learn  that  to  be  a  successful  farmer 
means  more  than  ''Plowing-  and  Sowing." 

Stock  Raising  has  received  attention  during  the  year  with  very 
satisfactory  results,  especially  in  cattle  and  hogs:  and  as  far  as 
practicable  "Common  Stock"  has  been  displaced  by  thorough  and 
pure  breeds. 

The  Academy  Farm  containing  more  than  one  hundred  acres, 
has  been  greatly  improved,  and  necessarily  increased  in  value,  by 
additional  fencing,  draining  and  in  getting  all  land  not  under  cul- 
tivation, well  set  in  grass.  Experimenting  in  manures  and  com- 
mercial fertilizers  as  applied  to  the  growing  of  fruits,  vegetables, 
cereals,  grass,  &.,  has  been  continued  with  good  results — both  as  a 
means  of  instruction,  and  benefit  accruing  to  the  farm.  All  repairs 
and  improvements  either  in  wood  or  iron  have  been  made  by  stu- 
dents who  take  the  trades  of  carpentry  or  blacksmithii.g,  and  most 
of  the  work  that  cannot  be  accomplished  in  the  time  devoted  to 
practice,  has  been  done  by  the  students  as  far  as  the  time  at  their 
disposal  would  allow,  and  for  which  they  have  received  a  fair  com- 
pensation. 

Appeals  from  poor  boys  to  be  allowed  to  attend  school,  and  pay 
their  way  by  working  on  the  farm,  are  on  the  increase,  and  furnish 
a  splendid  opportunity  for  the  State  to  provide  a  Fund  from  wThieh 
at  least  one  boy  from  each  county  might  be  encouraged  to  help 
himself  to  a  better  life — a  worthy  citizen.  iVmong  the  imperative 
needs  of  the  farm  is  a  suitable  barn  to  shelter  stock,  farm  products, 
tools  and  machinerv. 
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Blnrksmithing. 
The  instruction  in  this  Department  has  been  thorough  and  prae- 

tical,  consisting  in  the  main  of  repairing  farming'  implements. 
ironing  new  implements,  making-  hooks  and  staples,  chains,  rings, 
tongs,  hammers,  shoeing  horses,  ironing  wagons,  &c.  The  equip- 
ment in  this  Department,  while  not  complete,  consists  of  forges, 
tools  and  material  sufficient  to  meet  present  demands.

There  is  no  abatement  in  the  interest  manifested  by  a  large  class 
of  young  men  for  wood  working*.  Such  tools  and  material  as  would 
accommodate  present  needs  in  this  Department,  have  been  pur- 
chased, and  devoted  to  instruction  in  house  building-,  repairing 
furniture,  making  book-cases,  tables,  boxes,  benches,  wash-stands 
and  such  supplies  as  were  needed  in  the  Institution.  Young-  men 
who  have  been  careful  to  improve  their  opportunities  in  Carpentry, 
find  no  difficulty  in  securing-  work  at  their  trade  during-  the  months 
of  vacation.

SCHOLARSHIPS  AND  PRIZES. 


Free  Scholarships  are  excellent  means  whereby  gifted  and 
worthy  young  men  and  women,  without  financial  resources,  may  be 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  education.  Some  years  ago  Mrs.  M. 
A.  H.  Cadden  founded  the  Newton  M.  Sawyer  Scholarship.  It  is 
at  her  disposal. 

At  their  Annual  Meeting,  May  29,  1894,  the  Alumni  Association 
founded  the  Morgan  College  Alumni  Scholarship.  It  is  given 
annually,  to  a  student  selected  by  the  Alumni  from  ten  meritorious 
students,  nominated  by  the  Faculty. 
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Rev,  C.  G.  Key  founds  the  Key  Scholarship,  to  be  given  to  the 
Btudent  passing  the  best  examination  for  entrance  into  the  Third 
'YearClasSj  Normal  Department. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  found  three  Trustee  Scholarships,  viz: 
First,  to  be  given  to  the  student  passing  the  best  examination  for 
entrance  into  the  College  Preparatory  Department;  Second  to  be 
given  to  the  studenl  passing  the  best  examination  for  entrance  into 
the  Freshman  Class:  Third,  to  be  given  to  the  student  passing  the 
best  examination  for  entrance  into  the  Junior  Class. 

Rev.  C.  W.  Baldwin,  D.  I).,  of  the  Baltimore  Conference  has 
established  a  prize  for  the  best  English  Oration  at  Commencement, 
a  gold  medal  worth  $10. 

Rev.  Joseph  Scott  of  Springfield,  Massachusetts,  has  given 
annually  a  first  and  second  prize  of  $10  and  $5  to  the  best  and 
second-be£t  readers  of  Scripture  and  hymns,  in  the  Theological 
Department. 

Rev.  G.  V.  Leech,  D.  D.,  of  the  Baltimore  Conference,  has  given 
annually  a  prize  of  Books,  for  excellence  in  Theological  Studies.

Twenty-fourth  Annual  Session. 

The  Twenty-Fourth  Annual  session  of  Morgan  College  will  begin 
Wednesday,  October  2d,  1895,  9  A.  M. 

The  Branches  will  begin  their  respective  Annual  Sessions  at  the 
same  time. 

Entrance  Examination. 

Examination  for  entrance  will  be  held  Monday,  Tuesday  and 
Wednesday,  September  30th  and  October  1,  2. 

Examination  on  Deficient  Studies  will  take  place  at  the  same 
time,  and  attention  will  lie  given  these  only  on  the  dates  mentioned, 
unless  otherwise  voted  by  the  Faculty. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  any  department  of  Morgan  College 
will  be  (  xamined  a1  1  he  (  ollege. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  Princess  Anne  Academy  will  be 
examined  al  1  he  Academy. 

All  applicants  for  admission  to  the  Virginia  Institute  will  be 
examined  a1  t  he  [ns1  itute. 
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CONDITIO  >\>  OF  ADMISSION. 

All  applicants  for  admission  musl  produce  certificates  of  good 
moral  character,  Binned  by  their  pastors  and  the  parents  or.  guar- 
dians must  guarantee  their  good  conduct,  All  new  scholars  musl 
fill  and  sign  a  blank  form  of  application  for  admission.  Blanks 
for  these  certificates  will  be  furnished  on  application  to  the  Pres- 
ident, l\  J.  Wagner,  corner  of  Edmondson  and  Fulton  avenues, 
Baltimore,  to  Principal  B.  O.  Bird,  Princess  Anne  M<l..  or  to 
Principal  Prank  Trigg,  Lynchburg,  Va. 

All  persons  must  pay  annually,  on  entrance,  $1  ae  an  Lncidental 
fee. 

To  enter  the  College  Course,  applicants  must  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  the  College  Preparatory  Course. 

To  enter  the  College  Preparatory  or  Normal  Course,  applicants 
must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  in  the  Normal  Preparatory 
Course. 

Students  coming  from  either  of  our  Branch  Schools  with  certifi- 
cates of  satisfactory  examination,  will  be  admitted  to  any  grade  to 
which  the  certificates  admit  them,  without  further  examination. 

No  student  entering  School  after  the  year  or  term  has  begun, 
can  be  admitted  to  a  class,  without  passing  an  examination  on  the 
work  gone  over  by  the  class.  Students  passing  from  grade  to  grade 
will  be  advanced  only  when  their  examinations  are  satisfactory. 

Candidates  for  the  Ministry  are  requested  to  present  a  Preacher's 
license,  or  recommendation  from  the  Quarterly  Conference,  or 
licensing  body  of  the  church  to  which  they  belong. 

Candidates  for  the  Ministry  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  full  Normal  Course,  before  being  admitted  to  the  Theologi- 
cal Course. 

Each  student  boarding  in  the  Institution  is  required  to  make  a 
deposit  of  $20  to  cover  board  and  tuition. 

No  student  in  debt  to  the  Institution  will  be  allowed  to  re-enter 
before  paying  bills  due. 

All  students  must  pay  $1  admission,  and  one  month's  tuition, 
before  their  names  will  be  entered  on  the  books. 

Certificates  of  deposit  for  the  above  named  $20  will  also  secure 
enrollment. 

Pinal  release  from  all  school  duties  can  be  granted  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  College  and  Principals  of  the  Branches  only.  All 
final  discipline  must  be  by  note  of  the  Faculty. 

Catalogues  can  be  obtained  by  addressing  Rev.  P.  J.  Wagner, 
D.  D.,  Prof.  B.  O.  Bird,  or  Prof.  Prank  Trigg. 
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A  blank  application  will  be  sent  to  any  one  requesting-  it,  and  as 
Boon  as  it  i>  properly  filled  and  returned,  and  the  applicant  has 
passed  the  required  examination  and  fulfilled  the  other  condition 
of  admission,  the  name  of  the  student  will  be  placed  on  the  College 
Register. 

Female  students  attending  Morgan  College,  and  desiring  us  to 
find  them  boarding  accommodation,  must  apply  early  that  suitable 
places  may  be  secured. 

Students  wishing  to  retain  their  rooms  for  the  coming  year,  must 
make  application  for  them  before  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  school 
year. 

The  assignment  of  unoccupied  rooms  will  be  made  in  the  order 
of  application. 

Students  may  occupy  their  rooms  during  the  summer  vacation 
by  the  payment  of  the  regular  room  rent. 

The  keys  of  all  rooms  not  to  be  occupied  during  the  summer 
must  be  delivered  to  the  resident  teacher  or  full  room  rent  will  be 
charged  for  the  same. 

Monthly  Faculty  Meeting. 

The  Faculty  will  meet  regularly*on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  at  2.15  P.  M. 

Accommodations. 

Boarding  at  Morgan  College  or  its  Branches  may  be  obtained  by 
male  students  at  $1.50  per  week,  including  laundry  work.  The 
number  of  pieces  allowed  each  student  weekly,  will  be  determined 
by  the  Laundry  Association.  All  clothes  must  be  marked  with 
the  owner's  name  in  indelible  ink. 

By  applying  to  the  President,  female  students  from  abroad 
attending  Morgan  College,  and  not  having  friends  in  the  city,  can 
obtain  board  in  good  private  families  at  $2.50  per  week,  including 
mom-rent,  heating,  lighting,  washing  and  the  freedom  of  the 
parlor. 

Female  students  attending  the  Princess  Anne  Academy  and  the 
Virginia  Institute,  will  be  charged  the  same  rates  as  male  students 
(.$1.50  a  week)  for  board  and  washing. 

Blooms  are  furnished  with  bed-steads,  mattresses,  chairs,  tables, 
looking-glasses  and  pails,  but  the  students  must  furnish  their  own 
pillows  .'Hid  cases,  sheets,  towels,  bed-clothes,  soap,  combs  and 
brushes. 

EXPENSES. 


Tuition  Fees. 
In  the  College,  College  Preparatory  and  Normal  Departments, 
the  charge  per  school  month  of  four  weeks  is  $1.50. 
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hi  the  Normal  Preparatory  Department  the  charges  are  as 
follows:  Third  Year  per  school  mouth  of  four  weeks  $1.25;  Second 

Year,  $1.00;  First  year.  7.">  cents.  No  deduction  in  tuition  will  be 
made  for  less  than  one  month. 

While  in  Inst  it  ut  ions  of  our  grade,  throughout  the  hind,  students 

must  provide  their  own  hooks,  the  above  charges  include  the  use 
of  all  hooks,  and  all  necessary  class-room  stationery;  but  students 
will  be  charged  for  the  loss  of  books. 

The  children  of  Ministers  of  all  denominations  will  be  charged 
one-half  of  the  above  rates  for  tuition. 

Tuition  will  he  free  to  Theological  Students  when  they  have 
entered  the  Theological  Department. 

Room  Rent  and  Incidentals. 

All  students  lodging-  in  the  buildings  of  Morgan  College  and  its 
Branches,  will  be  charged  $1  for  rooms,  per  school  month  of  four 
weeks.  No  deduction  in  room-rent  wili  be  made  for  absence  of  less 
than  one  month. 

Music. 

Students  desiring  to  take  vocal  or  instrumental  music  can  be 
provided  for  at  reasonable  rates;  but  the  lessons  will  be  an  extra 
expense  to  the  students. 

Chapel  service  is  held  each  school  day  at  9  A.  M.  Attendance 
is  compulsory. 

Students  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  twice  every  Sun- 
day, at  such  churches  as  they,  their  parents  or  their  guardians 
may  designate. 

Prayer  meeting  is  held  every  Thursday  evening  and  early  every 
Sunday  morning.  Attendance  is  altogether  voluntary.  Never- 
theless, as  important  factors  in  promoting  our  aims,  w7e  urge  our 
students  to  avail  themselves  of  these  means  of  grace. 


LOCATION. 


Morgan  College  is  situated  at  the  corner  of  Edmondson  and 
Fulton  avenues,  one  of  the  highest  and  healthiest  portions  of  Bal. 
timore  city.  One  line  of  street-cars  (electric)  passes  the  door,  and 
two  others  (one  cable  and  the  other  electric)  are  but  two  squares 
distant. 

Students  arriving  at  Camden  Station,  B.  &  O.  R.  R.,  go  to  the 
corner  of  Howard  and  Lombard  streets,  take  the  red  cable  car,  get 
off  at  the  corner  of  Edmondson  avenue  and  Gilmor  street,  and  walk 
twro  squares  west  to  the  College.  Students  arriving  by  other  lines, 
at  Union  Station,  go  to  the  corner  of  Chtirles  and  Preston  streets, 
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take  the  electric  ear  going  west,  get  off  at  the  corner  of  Preston 
stivct  and  Fulton  avenue,  and  walk  two  squares  south  to  the  Col- 
lege. Trunks  may  be  left  at  the  station,  and  the  teachers  will 
inform  parties  how  to  have  them  delivered  cheaply. 

The  Princess  Anne  Academy  is  located  at  Princess  Anne.  Md., 
(Eastern  Shore),  on  the  line  of  the  New  York  and  Norfolk  R.  R. 
Principal  B.  O.  Bird  will  meet  students  at  the  station  if  notified 
of  the  time  of  their  arrival. 

The  Virginia  Collegiate  and  Industrial  Institute  is  located  at 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  and  crowns  a  hill  affording  an  outlook  upon  beau- 
tiful natural  scenery.  It  stands  about  a  mile  from  the  city,  and  in 
sight  of  the  ''Peaks  of  Otter."  Every  accommodation  is  of  the 
highest  order.  The  buildings  are  heated  with  hot  water  and 
lighted  with  gas  manufactured  expressly  for  the  school.  All  in- 
formation needed  can  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Principal  Frank 
Trigg,  Lynchburg,  Va.

NEEDY  STUDENTS'   FUND. 


The  necessity  for  such  a  fund  lies  in  the  fact  that  our  students 
are  poor,  and  often  have  not  money  enough  to  meet  even  the  small 
amount  needed  for  the  school  year.  Hence,  many  are  obliged  to 
leave  before  the  year  closes,  thus  breaking  up  their  work  and 
greatly  hindering  their  advancement.  Applications  are  frequently 
made  by  deserving  young  men  and  women  for  a  little  help  to  enable 
them  to  finish  the  work  of  the  school  year. 

A  number  of  friends  have  contributed  to  this  fund,  but  all  has 
been  exhausted  in  gifts  or  loans. 

Conditions  on  which  Students   can  be   Helped  from  this  Fund. 

The  applicant  must  be  a  member  of  some  Protestant  Church,  and 
must  maintain  a  good  character;  must  intend  to  graduate  in  some 
course:  must  have  been  in  the  schools  at  least  one  full  year;  must 
pass  all  examinations  in  a  satisfactory  manner:  must  give  a  per- 
sonal note,  satisfactorily  endorsed,  for  the  amount  loaned;  cannot 
be  aided  more  than  $20  in  any  one  year. 


THE  LIBRARY. 


Some  additions,   through   the  gifts  of  thoughtful  friends,  have 
been  made  1oour  library  (hiring  the  past  year.     We  greatly  need 
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some  new  books,  recenl  histories,  ennobling  fiction,  popular  scien- 
tific works,  books  on  sociology,  biology,  biography,  and  philosophy. 
All  books  are  thankfully  received.  We  can  distribute  tncm 
among  our  schools,  or  aid  students  going  oul  into  the  Ministry  by 
the  gift  of  a  few  volumes  as  the  nucleus  of  a  library. 

NATURAL  SCIENCE   DEPARTMENT. 


As  wo  are  reaching  the  advanced  classes  in  the  college  course,

At  least  $600  are 
needed  to  equip  this  department,  that  our  students  may  be  properly 
aided  in  their  investigations  of  the  facts  of  the  natural  w7orld,  and 
gain  a  clearer  conception  of  the  works  of  God 


COLLEGE  SOCIETIES. 

There  are  three  literary  societies  maintained  by  the  students  of 
Morgan  College. 

The  Ciceronian  Literary  Association  conducts  its  exercises 
publicly  every  Friday  evening.  The  programme  is  generally  filled 
by  the  students  themselves.  Friends,  however,  often  aid  and  en- 
courage the  students  by  gladly  accepting  invitations  to  read,  sing 
or  speak.  Representatives  of  the  clerical  and  legal  profession, 
and  members  of  the  Faculty  have  made  addresses  during  the  year. 
The  work  done  is  earnest,  popular  and  healthful.  A  new  feature, 
inaugurated  this  year,  is  an  Oratorical  Contest  for  a  gold  medal. 

The  Philomathian  -Literary  Society,  conducted  by  the 
younger  men  of  the  College,  has  been  in  operation  for  four  years. 
Its  meetings,  held  every  Saturday  evening,  are  entertaining  and 
helpful.  The  Phyllis  Wheatley  Literary  Society  is  the  youngest 
of  the  three.  It  is,  nevertheless,  worthy  of  its  place  by  the  side 
of  the  other  two.  It  is  composed  of  young  ladies  in  the  higher 
classes  of  the  College.     It  meets  every  Thursday  afternoon.

CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE  1.— Name. 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Alumni  Association 
of  Morgan  College  and  its  Branches. 

ARTICLE   II. — Membership. 

Section  1. — Any  graduate  of  Morgan  College  or  any  of  its 
Branches,  1  y  making  a  written  application  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, accompanied  by  an  admission  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  and  on 
receiving  a  two-thirds'  vote  of  the  members  present  at  any  annual 
meeting  shall  on  signing  the  Constitution  become  a  member  of  this 
Association . 

Sec.  2— The  annual  fee  shall  be  one  dollar  ($1.00)  and  each 
member  may  invite  not  more  than  two  friends  at  one  dollar  each 
to  the  annual  dinner:  the  amount  to  be  forwarded  to  the  treasurer 
not  later  then  the  15th  of  May . 

Sec.  3 — All  graduates  of  the  institution  prior  to  the  year  1890 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  on  payment  of  fees,  without  the 
formality  of  signing  the  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  III.— Officers. 

The  officers  shall  be  a  President,  two  Vice  Presidents,  Record- 
ing Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer  and  Chaplain, 
whose  duties  shall  be  the  same  as  those  of  similar  organizations. 
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ARTICLE  IV.— Election. 

These  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  by 'ballot,  at  each  regular 
meeting,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors  shall  have 
been  elected . 

ARTICLE  V.— Meetings. 

Section  1 — This  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  8  P.  M.  on 
the  Tuesday  immediately  preceding"  the  Thursday  of  Commence- 
ment. 

SEC.  2 — Members  of  the  graduating  class  of  the  current  year 
shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Association  on  complying 
with  the  conditions  prescribed  in  Article  II. 

ARTICLE  VI.— Executive  Committee. 

Section  1 — The  President  shall,  immediately  after  his  elec- 
tion, appoint  five  persons,  who,  together  with  the  officers  ex-officio, 
shall  constitute  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year,  or 
until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

This  committee  shall,  immediately  after  appointment  by  the 
President,  retire,  organize,  and  report  their  officers  to  the  Associa- 
tion in  session . 

Sec.  2— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Executive  Committee  to  make 
arrangements  for  the  annual  meeting,  reunion,  dinner,  arrange 
programme  for  the  ensuing  year,  nominate  officers  for  the  succeed- 
ing year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  annual  meeting;  and  to  trans- 
act all  business  required  for  the  government  and  welfare  of  the 
Association  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution. 
ARTICLE  VII. -Guide. 

Cushing's  Manual  shall  be  the  guide  of  this  Association. 
ARTICLE  VIII.—  Amendments. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  unless  the 
Association  has  been  previously  notified  at  least  thirty  days  through 
the  ( Jorresponding  Secretary,  and  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds'  vote 
of  the  members  present  at  any  annual  meeting. 


BY-LAWS. 


Article  [.—The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall,  on  or  before 
the  15th  of  April  of  each  year,  notify  each  member  of  the  annual 
meeting,  to  forward  annual  fee,  and  to  inform  the  Secretary  whether 
(>)•  not  he  or  she  will  be  present. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shail  also  forward 
in  his  <)!■  her  notice  to  members  the  post  office  address  of  the  Pres- 
ident and  Secretaries.

A  rticle  1 1 1 .  Each  member  of  the  Association  Bhall  forward 
to  the  ( lorresponding  Secretary  his  or  her  post  office  address  on  or 
before  the  Lsl  of  April  each  year. 

Article  LV.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  annually 
not  Later  than  the  second  week  in  May. 

Article  V.— The  Treasurer  shall  make  a  full  and  accurate 
reporl  to  the  Association  annually  of  all  moneys  received  and 
expended  on  behalf  of  the  Association. 

Article  VI. — All  drafts  on  the  Treasurer  for  moneys  must  be 
signed  by  the  President  of  the  Association  and  countersigned  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Association. 

Article  VII.— All  reports  of  Committees  must  be  in  writing. 

Article  VIII. — A  failure  to  pay  the  annual  fee  for  two  consecu- 
tive years* shall  be  regarded  as  equivalent  to  a  resignation. 

Article  IX. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  this  Con- 
stitution and  By-Laws  printed  in  the  catalogue  of  the  College. 
copies  of  which  may  be  sent  to  all  graduates.
